Government Acknowledges Its 
Inability to Iron Out 
the Situation. 


MINERS ARE OBDURATE. 


Demand of the Coal Operators a 
Minimum Wage for All Un- 
derground Workers.

LONDON, Feb. 28.—The government to- 
night acknowledges failure tosettle the dis- 
pute between the coal owners and miners. 

Breaking the rule of secrecy and silence 
rigidly observed. during the negotiations, an 
official statement was issued regarding the 
proposals submitted py the prime minister 
to representatives of the owners and miners. 

It is evident from the statement that the 
situation offers hardly the remotest chance 
of a settlement being reached in time te 
avert a national coal strike. 

More than 40,000 miners quit work today, 
making nearly 100,000 who are out. The om - 
cial time for the strike to begin is midnight 
Feb. 29. 

The statement begins by declaring that the 
government is satisfied there are cases in 
which underground workers are not able to 
earn a reasonable minimum wage. 


Favor Increase in Wages. | 

The government is further satisfied the 
power to éarn such wage should be secured 
by arrangements suitable to the special cir- 
cumstances in each district, adequate safe- 
guards being provided to protect employers 
against abuse. 

The government is prepared to confer with 
the parties concerned as to the best method 
of giving practical effect to these conclusions 
by means of district conferences, a represen- 
tative appointed by the government being 
present in event of failure to arrive at a set- 
tlement within a reasonable time, and repre- 
sentatives appointed by the government to 
decide jointly any outstanding points. 


Owners Accept Plan. 

These proposals, continues the statement, 
were considered by representatives of the 
coal owners this afternoon, with the result 
that those in the federated area, which in- 
cludes Yorkshire, Lancashire, the Midlands, 
and North Wales, accepted, adding that it is 
expected the government will make such ar- 
rangements as will make the agreement 
binding to both sides for a reasonable time 

More than 60 per cent of the coal trade of 
the country accepted the proposals. 


Miners Prove Obdurate. 

The National Miners’ federation replied 
to the proposals by adopting the following 
resolution: 

“There can be no settlement of the pres- 
ent dispute unless the principle of an indi- 
vidual minimum wage for all underground’ 


-workers is agreed to by the coal owners.” 


The federation added that it was willing to 
meet the coal owners at any time to discuss 
minimum rates to be adopted in each dis- 
trict. 

At the request of the prime minister rep- 
resentatives of both parties agreed to be 
available for ae consultation tomor- 
row. 

cabinet win Meet Today. 

A meeting of the eabinet has been calle 
for tomorrow to discuss the government's 
policy in view of the failure to avert a strike, 
and it is expected that an important state- 
ment concerning the situation will be made 
to parliament. 

The general expectancy is that the govern- 
ment will introduce a minimum wage Dill 
and there also is talk of the intention of the 
crown to purchase some of the collieries in

DEFEAT OF MEASURE IN DUMA 
PREVENTS DIVISION OF POLAND 


Bill Which Would Take Province of 
Chelm Into Russia Beaten by a Close 
Vote. 


eT. PETERSBURG, Feb. 28.—As the result 
of an energetic three year fight by the Poles, 
the essential feature of the Chelm bill, which 
has been described as the fourth partition 
of Poland, was defeated today in the duma. 

The creation of the new province of Chelm, 
comprising. about one-third of the provinces 
of Lublin and Siedloe, in the kingdom of 
Poland, was approved, but its submission to 
the ministry of the interior instead of to the 
governor general of Warsaw was rejected by 
a vote of 189 to 135. 

The duma voted to leave the new Chelm 
province in the kingdom ot Poland.

PANAMA, Feh 28.—The Pana govern- 
ment gave a dinner at the Hotel Central to- 


i night in honor of Mr. Knox, the American 


secretary of state. There were 200 prominent 
guests present, who listened attentively to 
the message of good will and interest in the 
| republic which Mr. Knox delivered. Among 
other things he said: 

“Much has been said about the effect of 
the opening of the Panama canal, but I be- 
lieve it is given to few of us to realize what 
magic possibilities are potential in that 
event. As I conc@ive it, it will create for 
our western world an entirely new situation, 
a situation fraught with possibilities so vast 
they daze the fancy of the mind. In this 
new world we must be found drawn closer 
by sympathies and mutual esteem, and work- 
ing in harmony toward beneficent ends. 

“We who RHve on the western hemisphere 
find ourselves by force of geography in cir- 
cumstances which make our situation pecul- 
lar, and by fundamental fact gives us privi- 
leges and imposes upon us duties and obliga- 
tions we other wise would not have. It was 
a perception of this which prompted the an- 
nouncement by President Monroe of the 
great and beneficent policy that now bears 
his name. 

“It is a paradox that the severance of the 
physical ligament that joins the two conti- 
nents of the new world will more closely unite 
them.

Judge Landis struck at the heart of the 
most vicious features of the loan shark evil 


when he was led by a few chance questions 
and misleading answers to inquire into the 


transfer of a note from Card & Eacutt to 
Charles E. Davis in 1901. 

The particular abuse on which the limelight 
was turned is the shifting of worthless paper 
from a shark, who has collected all he dares 
on it to another who begins the bleeding 
process over again. 

Cases in which outrageous usury has been 
extorted by variations of this device have 
tome to THE TRIBUNE anti-loan shark bu- 
reau almost every day since it was organ- 
med. In most cases, however, the sharke 
have kept well within the law as interpreted 
by the Illinois courts. 

In the case before Judge Landis an engi- 
weer employed by the Chicago, Milwaukee 
ond St. Paul railroad got in the clutches of 
Card & Eacutt in 1896. The partners in this 
concern were once conductors on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad, which they 
left under a cloud. In 1901, although the 
engineer says he had paid the firm much mere 
— he had borrowed, they held his note for 


Collected $1,345 on 8300 Note. 
Instead of suing on the usurioug document 
they turned it over to Charles E. Davis, 
another shark, who else specialises in loan- 
ing money to railroad men, and to whom 
the engineer already owed money. 
Davis has been “ collecting” on the note 
ever since and admitted to Judge Landis that 
be had received $1,845.40 on account. He 
said he had no record of what he had turned 
over to Card and Hacitt, for whom he was 
collecting. He said they had gone out of 
business and he did not know where to reach 
them. The last time the enginéer got a atate- 
ment of his account from Davis he was told 
that he owed $800. j

Radical reforms in the election of judges 
which, he said, would effectively divorce the 
bench from politics, were advocated yester- 
Gay by Judge Charles 8. Cutting before 
members of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce at the Hotel La Salle. 

Holding of judicial elections separate from 
the regular political contests or, at least. 
with the tickets made up without political 
designations and in one column were among 
the reforms suggested. 

„There is no need for the recall of judges,” 
he said, “because the main thing sought 
after ig obtafMing honest men of ability to 
be our judges. But as long as the politicians 
rule the bench this never will occur, and the 
recall will serve merely to add to the per- 
plexities of judges and make them more sub- 
servient to outside influences. The recall is 
but a bungling method of getting what the 
people want—upright men on the bench. 


Why “Real Lawyers” Shy. 

“Why don’t the real leaders of the bar, 
the real lawyers, seek the bench? Because 
the tenure of office is so slight and because 
no matter how good or able a man may be he 
is apt to fall by the wayside on account of 
the sudden change of political conditions 
which should have no bearing upon the 
bench. 

A judge who is all that a judge should 
be comes up for nomination. He goes before 
a political committee made up of men who 
know nothing o 
because some n in his district think he is 
not active enough politically he is not to be 
nominated. And he isn’t. Or if he is nom- 
inated there is a sudden change. of public 
sentiment, say on the question of the mayor- 
alty, and out he goes. 

“TI say we need the leaders of the bar on 
the bench. First, no man should be nom- 
inated or elected who has not the proper. 
experience and twenty years, I think, is the 
minimum that should be considered. Then 
the names of the nominees should be placed 
in one column with no designation of their 
political faith. Let the people learn some- 
thing about the nominees and then vote for 
the men best qualified, regardiess of their 
political affiliations.

EWISH women of Chicago are. going to 
lessen the peril from tuberculosis among 
the children of the Ghetto, Open air 
“shacks” are being built at Winfield 
where both children and grown folk may 
benefit by the fresh air treatment, The work 
in. the congested districts, where there ig al- 
most a total lack of sanitation, is being car- 
ried on as rapidly as possible. : 

The ploneer in this movement is the Will- 
ing Workers,” one of the thirty-seven asso- 
ciations of Jewish women in Chicago. While 
the work was begun by this organization, it 
is receiving the sanction of the affiliated asso- 
ciations, numbering more than 10,000 Chicago 
Jewish women. The activities of the organ- 
ization are not confined to the relief of Jewish 
people, but the work principally is among 
people of that nationality. 

Dr. G. Koehler, assistant health commission- 
er, talked to the women yesterday at their 
conference day gathering and pointed out the 
modern scientific methods of eo con- 
sumption.

Economical Housekeeping 
Oaten Bread. 


ATEN BREAD has been eaten since the 
days when the bill of fare changed only 
with the centuries. Its history is but 
little knewn, but it was the mainstay 
of people of mighty strength 

peasants, stevedores, and colliers, men of races 
which endured and in time gave the world great 
men, 

Oatmeal is a standard food and the modern 
oatmeal bread deserves to be more universally 
used than it is. It is dainty, sweet, wholesome, 
and good enough for any table, be it a King s, 
and it is easy to make—no kneading. ; 

— 


There are some impossible recipes for this 


bread from what we may call reliable sources, 


but the printer may have put in or left out 
the thing that makes for unreliability. The fol- 
lowing recipe, from one of the manufacturers, 
is as good as good can be when rightly and 
successfully made: 

Rolled Oats Bread—Two cups of rolled oats, 
five cups of flour, two cups of boiling water, 
one-half cup of molasses, one-half tablespoon 
salt, one tablespoon butter, one cake of com- 
pressed yeast dissolved in ‘one-half cup of luke- 
werm water. Add bojling water to rolled oats 
and let stand one hour; add molases, salt. 
butter, dissolved yeast cake, and flour; let rise 

ntil double in bulk, beat throughly—use hand 
o shape—turn into buttered bread pans, let 
rise again, and bake. Two loaves or four small 


ones.

This bread baked in a baker of the fireles} 
cooker pattern—with stones—makes a pretty a 
loaf as one could see, and looks precisely like 
a kneeded bread, both as to crust and as to 
crumb; Such a loaf will cut into quarter inch 
slices for afternoon ‘tea sandwiches and these 
are about as attractive morsels as anything of 
the sort imaginable, whether thinly buttered— 
very thinly—or filled with a nut or cream filling, 
or even a bit of lettuce leaf. 
The real oaten bread of the old time was 
often nothing more than Scottish oatmeal—the 
steel cut oats of today,or nearly like these 
and water. Their deliciousness was that which 
belongs to any toasted or parched grain, for that 
was what the cooking amounted to—just toast- 
ing.

Oaten Cakes, called Clapped Bread (a North 
Country Recipe).—The large, thin oaten cakes, 
called clapped bread in the north of England, 
are made by mixing fine Scotch oatmeal with 
a little salt and cold water quickly into a 
moderately stiff paste, and patting it with the 
hands with plenty of oatmeal strewed under 
and over it, until it is as thin as it can be made. 
The cakes, which should be about the size of a 
breakfast plate, must be prepared singly, baked 
on a griddie iron, turned while they are doing, 
and afterwards toasted a little before the fire 
to render them crisp, They must always be kept 
very dry. If mixed with warm water ,the paste 
is more easily made into thin cakes, but it is not 
so short and nice. Oat cakes may be baked in 
an iron oven when but moderately heated. 80 
much only of the meal should be moistened at 
once as will serve for a single cake, because 
the paste dries so rapidly that it cannot be 
properly managed else. A Scotch cook, cele- 
brated in the family in which she lived for the 
excellence of her oaten breakfast cakes, used to 
crumble a bit of butter about the wise of a 
walnut into a quart of meal, wet it up with 
milk or water, as the case might be, in suitable 
portions, roll it out as thin as it could be ren- 
dered, and bake the cakes in the oven of the 
kitchen stove.

People of City Will Suffer Un- 
less a Greater Amount of 
Water Is Allowed.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—[Special.}— 
In order to safeguard the health of Chicago 
until auxiliary methods of sewage disposal 
ere devised, it is imperative that the flow 
of water through the drainage canal be in- 
creased from the present 5,000 to 10,000 eubic 
feet a second. 

This was the statement submitted to Gec- 
*yetary of War Stimson today by the dele- 
gation of Chicago officials supporting the 
ganitary district’s application for permis- 
gion to double the diversion of water from 
Lake Michigan for the purpose of carrying 
off the city’s waste matter. 

The Chicago men also contend that the 
operation of the canal has not appreciably 
lowered lake levels and that the proposed 
increase will do no harm to lake shipping 
interests. 

Representatives of the Lake Carriers’ as- 
pociation charged that the diversion of water 
at Chicago has reduced lake depths from 
gix to eight inches, and that an increased 
flow will force the carrying of lighter car- 
goes, an increase of freight rates, and cause 
@ loss of $1,500,000 a year to lake commer- 
ela] interests. 


Will Hear Canadian Protests. 
Secretary Stimson will hear the protests 
ef representatives of Canadian interests on 
March 27, and a week later will receive

Congressman Davidson of Wisconsin said 
all the Lake Michigan cities in his state will 
be put to great expense of dredging to main- 
tain harbor depths if the lake become shal- 
lower. He said the levels have been lower 
since the canal opened than before. 

In refutation of this contention, Attorney 
Willams displayed the official lake survey 
chart showing thet last year the level of 
Lake Michigan was three inches higher than 


the decade following the canal opening the 
level of the lake was higher six different 
years than the highest point of the decade 
preceding.

“The fact is,” asserted Williams, that 
the greatest menace to lake levels will be 
the completion of the channel in the Detroit 
river named in honor of Mr. Livingstone.

The scheme will de 
recommended to the city council Monday 
night. 

Ald. Jacob A. Hey, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said that, although he does not expect 
all the recommended changes to be put into 
effect immediately, he wants the plan put 
before the council for consideration. 

Changes which will eliminate street name 
duplication and provide a systematic scheme 
throughout the city and which, it is seid, will 
make the locating of streets easy, have been 
considered by the committee for months. A 
plan for renaming north side streets and 
many of those running north and south, pre- 
pared by John D. Riley, city superintendent 
of maps, finally has been approved. 


The proposed plan contains the following 
provisions: 
Elimination of all street name duplica- 
tion. 

Changing of all thoroughfares extend-— 
ing in diagonal direction from ayenues 
to roads. 

Elimination of all numbered avenues on 
west side and substitution of names. 

Change of all named streets which run 
east and.west on the north side to num- 
bered avenues in conformity with num- 
bers established under new system. 

Naming of all east and west streets be- 
tween regular hundreds as numbered 
terraces. 

Assigning of one name to all continuous 
thoroughfares now known by different 
names in different sections. 

Establishment of alphabetical plan for 
running north and 
squth. Under this scheme a certain let- 
ter would be assigned for each mile, be- 
gining with A for the first mile west of 
the Indiana state line, all the streets 
within that mile being given names ba- 
ginning with that letter.

. Waco, Tex., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—Although 
Southpaw George Mogridge had a trial with 
the White Sox last fall, he wasn't there 
long enough for one to make sure whether 
he was to be one of the leading lights of big 
league baseball for the next ten or fifteen 
years. 
Everything Mogridge did last fall was sat- 
isfactopry. Indications here are that he will 
do a lot more worthy things when the new 
season opens. Probably no one ever broke 
into major league baseball under greater 
stress than the young left hander when he 
was given his first chance with the big fel- 
lows last August. That he went into that 
battle with as much careless abandon as if 
he were pitching a high school game stamped 
him right away as a youngster with the 
proper proportions of grit and calmness. 

— 

Chfeago fans will remember that Mogridge 
joined the Sox about Aug. 15 from the Gales- 
burg club. In a few days his turn came 
unexpectedly. The Athietics were ‘playing 
at Comiskey park. Baker had been pitch- 
ing and was in a bad way. The champions 
started whaling the ball all over the field. 
Finally with the bases full and no one out 
Manager Duffy took Baker out. 
| ‘This was no kind of a place for a pitcher 
who didn't have grit. A weak hearted man 
might have gone in and never been able to 
get a ball over the plate. Duffy saw a chance 
to test the nerve of his new pitcher. 80 
he ordered Mogridge to go in. The boy 
jumped at the chance. He calmly and de- 
liberately began his big league by 
striking out the first batter. The next one 
tapped to the pitcher. 
the man on third was forced out at the plate. 

Eddie Collins was the next hitter. With 
the call two and two Mogridge hurled a 
vicious curve ball that Billy Sullivan de- 
clared cut the heart of the plate. But the 
umpire called it a ball. Collins slapped the 
next one inside of third base for a single, 
scoring two men. 

Mogridge pitched in several games after 
that and further convinced the manager 
that he was a man of nerve. It makes no 
difference to him who is batting. He is ready 
to give any of them a battle.

The youngeter was a bit light last fall, run 
down from overwork while at Galesburg. 
It was his first year in professional ball, 
yet from May 1 until he joined the Sox he 
pitched thirty-one games for Galesburg, win- 
ning twenty-two and losing nine. Besides 
that he played in the outfield much of the 
time when he wasn't pitching. When Mo- 
gridge reported this spring he weighed ten 
pounds more than last fall. Hie weight is 
now 175 pounds. 

Mogridge stands 6 feet 1% inches in height, 
a fraction under Delhi. He celebrated his 
twenty-second birthday last winter. He is 
not married. Until last spring he wasn't 
known to professional baseball. He lives 
in Rochester, N. Y., and had pitched for 
semi-pro teams of that town and for the 
University of Rochester. 

Mogridge boasts of two years at college, 
but says hig course of study each year was 
penmanship and he didn't get to be much 
of a writer, either.” The fact was that the 
college team was pretty strong in every de- 
partment except pitching. So it was fixed 
up for Mogriage to matriculate and take a 
course in writing so he would be eligible to 
pitch. There was a course in cooking and 
one in plain sewing that might have been 
chosen, but Mogridge picked writing.

Searlet fever is a cold weather disease, 
because bouses are hot when the scarlet 
fever weather is cold. 

It is a cold climate disease, because chil- 
dren are closely housed in the cold climates. 
The moral is that when living rooms are 
as cool in the upper Mississippi valley in 
February as they ere in Richmond, the 
scarlet fever rate will begin to drop—as the 
number of foci of the fever decreases the 
drop will continue. °

EXPERIENCE WITH “ NERVES.” 
H. M. writes: The letter from B. L. R.

It is my 
conviction, justified by my experience, that 
no one need despair of complete restoration 
to normal condition. Further than this, I 
believe that, when one has once acientific-

in the habit of enjoying. The rapidity of the 
cure may be hastened or retarded by en- 
vironment, but*must not be and never need 
be despaired of. Not medicine or Christian 
Science or New Thought need be resorted 
to. However, neither physical nor spiritual 
factors should be neglected if a thorough and 
permanent cure is desired. No one need 
feel in disgrace because of ‘nerves,’ however 
superior those persons may feel whose cir- 
cumstancés haye never completely ex- 
hausted their physical endurance.

are often found in those of sanest disposi- 


tion and strongest will normally. On the 
physical side, I recommend early hours of 
retiring (8 o'clock should be the latest al- 
lowed). open windows at night, as much out- 
door ajr and sunshine as possible during 
the day, for sunshine fs a great relaxer and 


vitaMzer; frequent walks, always adjusted ta 


the strength of the individual; plenty of 
nourishing food, fresh eggs and milk. Warm 


soups and warm milk are important; eggs. 


beaten up with orange juice are helpful; 
grape juice, warm or cold, as desired, may 
be taken With great advantage. Malted milk 
is soothing. Plenty of fruit should be eaten. 
If constipation is present, a sauce of prunes 
combined with a few figs and raisins will 
assist. No single agent is more helpful than 
the society of serene, healthy, unselfish per- 
sons of one's own sex. If the society of such 
persons is not constantly available, it will be 
wise to remember that, in the end, it may 
prove more valuable to you to have ‘worked 
out your own salvation,” that you may ‘have 
your own salt’ as it were. If once you have 
analyzed all the elements of nervous poise 
you will be thankTul for any experience 
that compelled you to it. On the spiritual 
side, take time when you are absolutely 
alone, out of doors, if it be summer, when 
body and mind are quiet and open to the 
most wholesome conception to the relations 
of yourself to the world ot things and persons 
about you. Let your mind neither be sub- 
servient to nor resistant to the opinions or 
to the persons coming within your expe- 
rience. Do not be overwhelmed by the im- 
portance of anything you can do or leave 
undone. If you want anything very badly, 
sleep. health, anything, remember to be in- 
different to it, resigned, or whatever you 
please to call it. Do not feel superior to 
any one, or inferior either. If tempted to 
do so, recall To know all is to forgive all.’ 
Have your quiet times as often as you need 
them. Have them anyway, morning and 
night. Pray, when you feel you need it,

Properties Along Rock River 
to Be Absorbed by Public 
Service Company. 


Go TO LONDON SYNDICATE 


Commonwealth Edison Interests 
May Eventually Get the 
$2,800,000 Plants. 


Further electric light and pawer company 
consolidations in northern Illinois will be 
effected in the near future. Officials of the 
Public Service Company of Northern I- 
nois, organized by Commonwealth Edison m- 
terests last November, and special engineers 
for the company have completed their esti- 
mates of various properties and have sub- 
mitted reports. 

The properties under consideration, mainly 
along the Rock river, have been offered for 
$2,800,000. It is expected they will be taken 
over by a London syndicate and formed 
into one corporation. Whether they even- 
a tually will be taken over by Commonwealth 
of Edison interests is not stated. 

Pe | The properties center around Rock Falls. 
1 Dl, situated on the Rock river forty miles 
= above the juncture with the Mississippi. The 
chief company operating there at the present 
time is the Sterling Gas and Electric Light 
company, capital stock $250,000, bonds $250,- 
000, which supplies both Rock Falls and 
Sterling, situated across the river. 


7 Owns the Water Power. 

The company owns the water power sup- 

plied by the main dam between the two cit- 
ies whose developed power is divided among | 
4 number of local manufactories. It is be- 
Heved there is considerably more power in 
the river than is developed by the present 
methods. The electric franchise is perpetual. 
The gas franchise runs thirty years in Ster- 
ling and fifty years in Rock Falis. 
* Also at Sterling is the Sterling, Dixon and 
23 Eastern Electric railway, with $300,000 cap- 
ital stock and $474,000 issued of the §1,000,- 
000 Authorized bonded debt. This operates 
an eighteen mile railway and the Lee County 
Lighting company. 

There are other concerns scattered along 
the river which it is felt can be put on a 
more paying basis than they occupy just now.

Commerce Court Holds Unlaw- 
ful Reduction of Freight 
Rates in the South. 


BIG LOSS TO RAILROAD. 


Decision Says Congress Never In- 
tended Commission to Assume 
Wide Authority. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—An order of 
the interstate commerce commission reduc- 
ing certain class freight rates from New Or- 
leans to Montgomery, Selma, and Mobile, 
Ala., and to Pensacola, Fla., today was an- 
nulled by decision of the Commerce court. 

The devision; handed down by Judge Arch- 
bald, is certain to add considerable fuel to 
the controversy, already acute, between the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
Commerce court. 

The court declares congress never intend- 
ed to clothe the commission with the wide 
authority it has assumed. 


Lacks Supporting Evidence. 

It is further asserted that the court could 
discover nothing in the record in support 
of the conclusions of the commission or to 
justify the reductions in rates that it or- 
dered. 

This was the first case argued before the 
Commerce court after its establishment, 
more than a year ago. It proved to be a 
stubborn proceeding, and the court took full 
time for its consideration. 

It was brought by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad in an effort to modify or an- 
nul the commiseion's order of reduction. 


Big Loss for Railroad. 

It was declared in the record that if the 
order of the commission, fixing what, in 
its opinion, were reasonable rates, were en- 
forced, the loss to the Louisville & Nash- 
ville would be $200,000 a year. 

The New Orleans board of trade alleged 
that discriminating rates against New Or- 
leans were made by the Louisville & Nash-

MEANS A LOSS OF MILLIONS. 


Congressman Graham Demands Pro- 
tection of Government’s Wards. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.-—-[Special.}—A 
plot to rob the Chippewa Indians of their 
54 000,000 tribal fund is the latest revelation 
of the investigation which the Graham com- 
mittee of the house of representatives is 
conducting into affairs on the White Earth 
reservation, in Minnesota. 

According to the testimohy obtained, com- 
mercial interests are behind a movement to 
induce congress to authorize a distribution 
of the tribal fund to all the Indians entitled 
to shares. If that were done each Indian 
would receive about $1,200, and it would noi 
be long before it would be deposited to the 
credit of the saloons, stores, and other com- 
mercial interests in the vicinity of the res- 
ervation. 

The valuable pine timber of the reserva- 
tion already has beén wheedled away from 
individual Indians for a pittance, under the 
authority of favorable legislation. 

Conditions on the reservation are a dis- 
grace to this nation,“ said Representative 
Graham of Illinois. ** The ravages of tracho- 
ma are frightful. Almost every Indian is 
affected andi the hospital and medical atten- 
tion is primitive.“
